Record High Year ls Expected “evox. one oF 
For Fla. Savings-Loan Assns. 


Continuing on a path which 
could lead to a record year in 
mortgage lending, the 116 sav- 
ings and loan associations in 
Florida reported a record $446, 
693,000 in loans closed during 
the first eight months of 1961. 

In releasing this information, 
Florida Savings and Loan Lea- 
gue reported that these thrift 
and home financing institutions 
in the state now have a total of 
$2,909,000,000 in mortgage loans 
on their books with 333,000 
mortgage account holders. 

Mr. Richard Poston, execu- 
tive vice-president of Ever- 
glades Federal Savings and 
Loan Association, reports the 
local organization is experienc- 
ing one of its be: rs and the 
trend indicates they will finish 
up with a very bright year for 
1961. 

Total assets in the 116 sav- 
ings and loan associations in 
Florida passed the three and a 
half billion dollar mark for the 
first time in history during 
July. This marked another sign- 
ificant milestone for the sixth 
largest savings and loan state 
in the nation. 

This new record high was 
achieved despite the $12,574,000 
decrease in savings during July 
which was the largest monthly 
decrease ever experienced by 
these thrift and home own 
ship associations in Florida. 

Total loans closed in August 
amounted to $65,516,000, which 
was $11,108,000 over the amount

Every Community 
Army Engineers To Survey Florida 
Buildings For Fallout Shelters 


Surveys of buildings in every 
city and community in the 
te of Florida will be started 
soon under the direction of the 
Jacksonville District of the 
Army Corps of Engineers to de- 
termine what existing structures 
may be suitable as public fall- 
out shelters in the event of a 
nucle ck. 


Colonel J. V. Sollohub, Dist- 
rict Engineer, said survey of 
Florida buildings will be ac- 
complished in cooperation with 
the state and local Civil De- 
fense organizations. 

resident Kennedy transfer- 
ain civil defense func- 
tions in July from the Office 
of Civil and Defense Mobiliza- 
tion to the Department of De- 
fense, One of these functions — 
identification and marking of 
existing structures that may be 
utilized ‘ag public fallout shel- 
ters — is being initiated by the 


Army Corps of Engineers and 
the Navy Bureau of Yards and 
Doc! 
Army Engineers will handle 
the program for the entire state 
of Florida, and the Navy will be 
in charge in some other states. 
Only buildings providing suit- 
able protection and capable of 
housing at least 50 persons will 
be identified, in cooperation 
with the owner, as fallout shel- 
ters. Each building must be in- 
spected first to determine if it 
could be utilized as a shelter, 
The Corps of Engineers has 
selected 19 private architect- 
engineer firms throughout the 
state to make the surveys. A 
preliminary meeting already has 
been held with 50 architects and 
engineers from these firma, 
Each architect and engineer

N. D. Potato Crops 
Yield Lower For ‘61 


It is very doubtful now if 
North Dakota potato crops will 
yield the same as last year, as 
was predicted in earlier govern- 
ment estimates. Until the mid- 
dle of July, very dry‘ conditions 
prevailed here with rains total- 
ing not more than 1 one-half 
inches to six inches over most 
of the potato growing area. 

For a time, the fields gave 
the appearance of high produc- 
tion, Practically no rains thus 
far in August and some of the 
hottest days on record consid- 
erably reduced the prospects 
for a normal crop, according to 
R. C. Hastings, North Dakota 


state seed commissioner and 
other authoritive commercial 
sources. 


"Theme will be less potatoes 
and smaller average size pro- 
duced in North Dakota. Even 
with late fall rains, the crop 
will be below normal in quan- 
tity. The dry weather, however, 
should result in outstanding 
quality seed potatoes,"

Interracial Council 
Hears Director 
Community Chest 


"When would you say a com- 
munity has come of age?" ask- 
ed George Pike, Executive Dir- 
ector of the community Chest 
of the Palm Beaches who spoke 
at Belle Glade's Inter-Racial 
Council meeting Sunday. 

"A community comes of age 
when it assumes responsibility 
for its own needs and carries its 
own social load, The Palm 
Beaches seek to meet the needs 
of their communities through 
Boy and Girl Scouts, Crippled 
Children's Association, Mental 
Health and Visiting Nurse pro- 
grams, Salvation Army, Medic- 
ine Chest, Milk Fund, etc. Thir- 
teen agencies are partially sup- 
ported by the Chest. These pro- 
grams cut down on juvenile de- 
linquency, and assist in bringing 
health and welfare services to 
those in need." 

These agencies make a united 
drive for funds through the 
Community Chest. To qualify 
and participate, an organiza- 
tion must have a reliable board, 
have a budget, give accounting 
of intake and expenditures, sub- 
mit a request annually for funds 
and have their plan for spend- 
ing these funds reviewed by the 
Chest officials. The Chest is a 
way of controlling the collection. 
and spending of public money. 
It simplifies things for the pub- 
lic. Instead of having thirteen 
agencies knocking on doors 
making requests for money, it 
is handled through the central 
agency which makes sure that 
money is used in reliable man- 


The agencies supported by P. 
B. Community Chest frequent- 
ly help Belle Glade. e, g. The 
Glades Scouting programs re- 
ome leadership assistance 
from the Coast. Crippled chil- 
dren and mental patients are 
assisted through agencies thus 
upported. Salvation Army as- 


* sists the indigent of Belle Glade 
i through Christmas baskets . . . 


clothes and furniture when fam- 
ilies are burned out, etc. 

For this reason the P, B. 
Community Chest has felt just- 
ified in seeking funds from the 
Glades. However, Mr. Pike sug- 
gested it might be time for a 
thriving, maturing community 
like Belle Glade to consider hav- 
ing its own Community Chest, 
its own drive, and its own pro- 
gram for service agencies in this 
community. 

This matter will be studied 
further by the Community Wel- 
fare and Betterment Committee 
of the Council.
